Latest Space 'Bird' 
Will Link America 
With Far East 


CAPE KENNEDY. Fla. <AP> 


— A -shiny new communications 
satellite whirls about the earth 
today and the Comsat Corp. 
hopes late this week to install it 
permanently over the Pacific 
Ocean as the first commercial 
space communications link be- 
to een North America and the 
Far East. 


Nicknamed "Lani Bird" by 


some newsmen, the satellite 
zjnped into orbit 
Wednesday 


night from Cape Kennedy, rid- 
ing aboard a three-stage" delta 
rocket. 


Lani, the Hawaiian name for 


"bird of heaven." is an im- 
proved version of Comsat's first 
satellite. Early Bird, which hov- 
ers over the Atlantic, relaying 
communications between North 
America and Europe. 


'"Textbook" Launching 


Wednesday night's launching 


was "a textbook exercise.'" said 
Dr Joseph Charyk. president of 
the Communications Satellite 
Corp Comsat paid the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration S3.57 million to hoist the 
satellite.

Pacific Preferred 


The Pacific is preferred, and 


the Atlantic would be selected 
only if the initial orbital course 
was greatly different from that 
claimed. Officials said the early 
figures indicate the path is fa- 
vorable to place the satellite 
over the Pacific. 


If so. a ground signal will 


trigger a kick motor aboard the 
satellite Saturday night when it 
reaches the high point of its 
looping orbit the sixth time. Fir-

Coffman got his Navy Cross 


for a brutal 40 minutes 10 
miles south of Chu Lai on Oct. 
10. He and his 12-man recon- 
naissance patrol were sur- 
rounded and then attacked by 
Viet Cong. Two Marines were 
killed and Coffman and eight 
others were wounded.

Cong with his knife, saw that 
the dead and wounded among

Coffman was wounded by 


shrapnel from a grenade in 
th« head, shoulder and legs. 
The wounds got him his sixth 
Purple Heart. He earned four 
others in Korea and the fifth 
earlier in Viet Nam.

THE POST- CRESCENT 
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T/ie Manila Message 


Although President Johnson said in his 


first speech st the Manila conference that 
be csrre ''as sn equal among equals." his 
determination that the conference and his 
tour of the Pacific be considered searches 
for peace was evident in the communique 
issued by the delegates of the seven 
cations meeting in Manila. 


Certainly the highlight of the commu- 


nique was the statement that allied forces 
will be -withdrawn from South Viet Nam 
'•as the other side withdraws its forces to 
the North, ceases infiltration and the level 
cf violence thus subsides." In reality this is 
ST-: rrach different from the proposals that 
Ambassador Arthur Goldberg made at the 
United Nations General Assembly a few 
weeks ago. But it 
takes 
on added 


importance when made by the President of 
the United States in conference with 
representatives of the other nations which 
have troops in Viet Nam. even if the 
majority 
are only token. It also has 


ramifications of importance because Pre- 
mier Ky of South Viet Nam signed the 
ttatement. However, it should also be 
coted that the communique said that the 
people of South Viet Nam "insist that any 
negotiations leading to an erd to hostilities 
incorporate effective international guaran- 
tees." And partition of Viet Nam according 
to the lines drawn by the 1954 Geneva 
Accords is to be respected until that 
visionary reunification is achieved "by the 
free choice of all Vietnamese." 


The rest of the seven nations commu- 


nique dealt with the pledged efforts of the 
cations concerned to work for progress, 
honesty, government efficiency, security, 
order, freedom 
from 
aggression 
and 


victory over hunger, illiteracy and disease. 
Obviously no one can argue with such 


aims. But progress in that direction cannot 
be made with any success until the vicious 
war ends. 


The communique 
reemphasizes the 


American insistence that we want no bases 
in Asia and that if the North Vietnamese 
aggression halts, the United States will 
start withdrawing its troops. But in the 
harsh light of reality, this is a bit difficult 
to accept. It may be that antagonism to the 
war. both in this country and abroad — 
and the President met some of it in Asia 
— is prompting the Administration to 
make extraordinary bids for peace nesoti- 
ations. But since so many Americans have 
already died in V?et Nam it is difficult to 
predict that the United States can now 
settle back and permit Viet Nam to be 
taken over even peacefully by Commu- 
nism. 


In the long run the major message of 


the Manila communique is that President 
Johnson almost desperately wants to be 
able to get out of Viet Nam with honor. If 
Hanoi does not get the message loud and 
clear, those increased numbers of troops 
which General Westmorland requested at 
Manila are practically on board ship on 
their 
way 
to 
Da 
Nang 
and 
other 


Vietnamese ports. 


Was the President's trip necessary in 


the light of the peace proposals made at 
the United Nations and which certainly 
could have been made from the White 
House? Certainly the tour was effective as 
far as showing the importance of Asia and 
the Pacific to the President at least at this 
particular stage of an election year. But we 
must await the echoes from Hanoi to 
decide whether the trip did more than put 
the Democrats on record as for peace 
without surrender. 


End of the 89th Congress 


After the history-making enactments in

recently adjourned may appear meager by 
comparison. But in one resuect this second 
session did make history — it appropriated 
S144 billions, which is only S3 billion short 
of the all-time record set in 1942 during 
World War n. 


In fact this year's session spent a good 


deal of time Devaluating programs begun 
the previous year, and putting up the 
money to get them into full operation. It 
should be fairly obvious now that the 
myriad of new programs instituted in 1965 
will become increasingly costly as this 
implementation progresses.

Kennedy's term was revived as respects 
certain measures, notably the open housing 
proposal.

MADISON — according to

The series of hearings held

enormous expansion of the 
academic programs of the 
state 
universities

University of Wisconsin sys- 
tem, there was considerable 
encouragement.

school opportunity. 


THE MECHANICS* 


The difficulties arise as the 


matter of mechanics is consid- 
ered and is gradually being 
better understood by local 
educators, local citizens, and 
local governmental leaders- 
Should the vocational school 
districts follow county lines, 
for example, or should the 
planners proceed in a more 
orthodox way and follow the 
existing service lines of high 
school districts, as well as the 
existing and traditional pat- 
terns of travel and administra- 
tion? For the outsider it may 
appear to be a humdrum 


detail. But it is integral to the 
resolution of the program as 
somewhat idealistically con- 
ceived by foresighted legisla- 
tors and the state administra- 
tion during the last two years. 


Thus far, at least in this 


viewer's opinion, the school 
district line advocates have 
made the best case. They are 
relevant to the development of 
the new service which is 
educational in concept and has 
no real relation to county 
government as such. County 
lines in many instances will 
produce unnatural, even ger- 
rymandered districts. Almost 
surely they will breed so many 
complications that the who!* 
ambitious plan may fall cas- 
ualty to the political opposition 
that will be engendered. 


One of the problems of 


public communication in this 
most important state educa- 
tional legislation of the last 
generation -is that many per- 
sons have not yet really 
recognized the new vocational

appreciation of what is going 
on. those mechanical obstacles 
are likely to become more 
formidable than they are now. 


PERSUASION DIFFICULT 


It is also likely to be 


difficult to persuade the public 
that the new dish-Jets should 
planners have tentatively pro- 
posed. It is a long hike from 
Grant County, for example, to 
Madison, or from northern 
Marinette County to Green 
Bay. It is not yet generally 
understood that the quality 
and extent of new curnculum 
senice proposed requires a 
solid and ample tax base, 
however.
